Madrid, Dee. 26. 
H E Advices from the King tell us, that 
on the 16th of this Month he arriv’d at 
Figueras, the firft Place in the Domi- 
nions of Spain ; As foon as it was known 
that his Catholick Majefty was come in- 
to the Kingdom, The Great Council appointed to 
manage the Government in his Abfence , ceas’d to 
ac; and Couriers were fent to him every Night, 
with the Difpatches and Advices of all the Councils. 
On the 17th, his Majefty lay at Girome, and arriv’d 
at Barcelona on the 2eth. On the 22d he went to 
our Lady of Montferrat, where he kept his Chrift- 
mas; and we are inform’d that his Majefty is to fer 
out from thence to Day, to return hither by thé way 
of Saragofa, Taracona, Agreda, Almazan, and other 
Places. They write from Strasburg of the 8th, that 
on the 5th, 14 Huffars were brought in thither + 
They were taken near the Sorr, whither they were 
advanc'd ; our Troops being fo: well difpos'd “into 
Quarters, that Alfatia is no longer imcommoded 
with their Excurfions. They have already form’d 
2 Companies of them of 50.Men each at Strasburg ; 
and hope in a fhort time to make up 2 more. The 
Sieur Damini , whe ferv’d in Landau, during the 
Siege of that Place, is made Governour of New- 
bourg ; and the Perfon who was Major in the fame 
Place, is made the King’s Liewtenant in New Brifac, 
We have Advice, that the Regiment of Cuiraffiers 
of Darmftadt has repafs’d the Rhine, to joyn the 
Troops that are drawing together to be employ’d 
againft the Elector of Bavaria. The Elector Pala- 
tine has fent another Regiment to cover his Dutchy 

of Newbourg en the Danube. 
They write from Metz of the 12th, that they are 
about to fend Forrage from thence for the Horfe 
that are gérrifon’d in Nancy, where they are going 
to work on the Fortifications of that City. The In- 
habitants are well farisfied with the good Difcipline 
which the Count D’Avejan;. who commands there, 
makes the Troops obferve. The Duke of Lorrain, 
who was fome»Days in the Chartreufe of Nancy, is 
gone to refide| at Mirecourt near Remiremont, 
Paris, Jan. 19%) "Tis faid the Prince de Tarente, 
Son of the Duke de la Tremouille, is to Marry the 
Daughter of the Duke de Beauvilliers.

Nimes are all fled into that City. ©

Yefterday fail’d all the Danith 
and Swedith Ships bound for Lisbon and St, Ubes, 
This day came in her Majefty’s Ships the Pembroke, 
Centurion, Monck, Dover and the Affiftance bound 
to the Weftward ; as did alfo the Jonathan of this
